Under the plan, as. announced by: 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King, Can- 
ada will provide training for pilots of 
Great Britain and the overseas Do- 
minions—except South Africa, which 
will train its own airmen—and after 
the completion of this training the 
pilots and other personnel will then 
be re-assigned to the R.A:F. or the 
units of their own countries for active 
service. It is also announced that 
steps will be taken to greatly increase 
Canadian production of airplanes and 
the two plans are expected, to result 
in a largely increased number of train- 
ing schools and speeding up of air- 
plane production in this country. A 
British mission to discuss details of 
the plan is already on its way to Can- 
ada. 

On the Western front, heavy artil- 
lery fire was preliminary to vigorous 
German attacks, but the French com- 
munique states that these were \re- 
pulsed with hand grenades. and rifle 
fire. German patrols are reported as 
being very active in the Saarbrucken 
region, where most of the fighting re- 
ferred to has taken place. 

At sea, British naval units were at- 
tacked by German airplanes but .were 
driven dff by anti-aitcraft fire. The 
official British statement on the en- 
gagement mentions né losses. by the 
attackers ‘but Norwegian observers 
report. that..three of _ the German 
planes subsequently made forced land. 
ings in the North Sea. Meanwhile, 
the German , . fieet remains safely 
bottled up in the’ ‘Kiel'Canal and the 
British navy. is vigilantly guarding 
against any, attempt by Germany to 
loose her raiders.on ocean shipping.

The first estimate of the Dominion 
‘Bureau of Statistics places the wheat 
production of the three Prairie Prov- 
|inces at 422,000,000 bushels, which is 
96,000,000 bushels more than last 
year and compares with a ten-year 
average of 287,852,000 bushels. Pri- 
vate estimates released subsequent to 
the first official estimate indicate that 
wheat production will be substantial- 
jly higher than 422,000,000 bushels. 
The estimate average wheat yields per 
acre by provinces follow: Manitoba, 
18.4 bushels; Saskatchewan, 15.3 
bushels; Alberta, 17.3 bushels. 

The 1939 wheat acreage in the 
Prairie Provinces, officially estimated 
at 25,813,000 acres, was more than 
800,000 acres in excess of last year. 
Production of coarse grains is slightly 
lower than a year ago, but winter feed 
supplies are generally sufficient. Pro- 
duction of oats is estimated at 223,- 
789,000 bushels and barley at 77,628,- 
000 bushels.

The price of No. 1 Northern wheat 
in store Fort William, which on the 
last day ‘of September stood at 71 
cents a bushel, advariced no less than 
11% cents, or by some 16%, during 
the month of September... The reason 
for the advance was simply because 
war had been declared, and the sub-
